So ſoon as he was aſſured 
that the ſiege was ſeriouſly undertaken, he cauſed; part of the ſuburbs 
to be burnt, part to be demoliſhed; the works to be repaired in many 
places, new ones to be conſtructed, and all holes, ditches, and hollow 
ways in front of them to be filled up, however ſmall the advantage 
might be, which the beſiegers could derive from them. He cauſed 
| likewiſe ſome thouſand faſcines and gabions to be prepared in the 
neighbouring foreſt to ſerve for the reparation of the damaged works 
during the fiege; and laſtly, he laid under water the greateſt part of 
environs on the fide of the convent called Kloſter Hradifch. Within 
the city he gave the neceſſary orders to the burghers for the preſerva-

There St. Ignon heard that the Bayreuth dragoons were 
quartered at Biſtrowan, and two ſquadrons of Seidlitz's Huſſars at 
Wiſternitz, which could only be ſuſtained by the grenadier batallion 
Nimſchefſky, which was in Drozdin, and Rapin's free batallion 
poſted at Hollitz, he reſolved therefore to fall on them; with this 
view he broke up from Prerau on the ſixteenth, and approached 

the dragoons juſt at the entrance of the night. Field Marſhal | 
Keith had in the mean while received intelligence of this march, 


and had apprized general Meyer of it, who commanded on that 
fide; this general therefore kept his people under arms the whole 
| night through, and drew to his ſupport the batallion of Nimſchefſky, 
which was ordered to occupy Wiſternitz. At day break, nor till 
Half paſt five in the morning could any enemy be diſcovered; the 
patrolles which had been ſent out during the night, were not yet 
returned: all this time not a ſhot had been heard, but a perfect 
ſilence reigned all around. This general Meyer, contrary to all 
the rules of prudence took for a good ſign; he thought that the 
patrolles having met with no enemy, advanced too far te be back 
ſo ſoon, and it never once occurred to him that the enemy might have 
ſurprized and cartied them off in filence. He held the intelligence 
therefore as unfounded, and although ſeveral officers thought they 
had diſcovered cavalry in the woods which lay before: their front, 
ſtill he was fo poſitive in his opinion, that he thought it unneceſſary = 
to ſend out one ſingle man to aſcertain whether this obſervation 
were well founded or not; he rather gave ordęrs to the grenadiers | 
to return back to their e and to the W to eee | 
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1 to prepare . foraging, and thus All into the ſnare with his 
eyes open. The grenadiers were ſcarcely returned into their quarters, | 
before the enemy fell on the dragoons with his whole force, pene- 
trated into the whole camp, cut to pieces many men, wounded 
and made priſoners many more, and compelled the remainder to 
ee to the protection of their infantry. The two 
ſquadrons of Seidlitz s huſſars had not been fo. precipitate; they 
remained ſtill ſaddled, and though they were forced indeed to give 
way before ſuperior numbers, yet they loſt not a man, but on 
tlie contrary made ſome priſoners. In the mean while, the ba- 
tallion of grenadiers got once more under arms, marched with all 
„ expedition againſt the enemy, ſtopped him by ſome cannon 
ſhot from purſuing any further his advantage, and chaſed him again 
from the camp of the dragoons quite back to Groſs Teinitz. At 
the fame time the free batallion of Rapin quartered in Hollitz, and 
two other ſquadrons of the Bayreuth dragoons, who were poſted 
near that village, were attacked. But theſe withdrew themſelves 
in time over the Dam which leads to the Morava, and the enemy 
made only one officer and thirty men priſoners, who were poſted 
in the church yard. General Meyer on this received orders from 
Marſhal Keith to draw back to Holitz, with his batallion of 
grenadiers. - | Theſe formed themſelves into a ſquare, took their 
baggage in the center, and although they were attacked by the 
enemy, as well on the. fide of the Heiligen Berg, as by ſome 
huſſars who fallied from Olmutz, they made good their way to 
Holitz without the loſs of one ſingle man; general Meyer on 
the - contrary, ' who had gone forward with the remaining part of 
the regiment, was once more attacked by the enemy, and com- 
pelled to paſs the Dam near this village on the full gallop. On 
this the dragoons fell into confuſion and came in pell mell with

them, which was the caſe here, and is fo generally againſt the 
Ruflians, who manœuvre ſlowly, and ſtand on the ground which 
they occupy, and ſeldom or ever break their line to advance againſt 
any particular point, however advantageous it might be; partial 


attacks ate more vigorous, and if properly ſupported, generally 
ſucceed: you can bring the main part of your line to act againſt 


particular points: whereas the other parts of the enemy's line 
muſt remain inactive, if the ground permits you to hide your diſ- 
poſition, and make ſeveral falſe attacks to prevent him from break 
ing his line to ſupport the points really attacked. When the 
ground is open, and you cannot coyer your motions, of courſe all 
your attacks muſt be linked together, and no openings left between 
them, for if the enemy is able, and his troops manceuvre well, 
| inſtead of bringing his forces entirely to oppoſe your attacks, and 
breaking his line for that purpoſe, he will inſtantly order his ſecond 
line, and his reſerve (which ſhould always be divided into three

pily for the Ruſſians, General Laudobn advanced with his Auftrians, 
and ſtopped the enemy until a diſpoſition could be made, and ſup- 


ported ſucceſſively by many regiments of Ruflians and Auſtrians, 
who formed ſeveral lines acroſs the camp, which great maſs the 
Pruſſians could not move, and immediately gave way on all fides. 
The attack made by the enemy's cavalry was repulſed, and we at- 
tacked in his turn, and beat; the battle was then won. 

As to the king and his troops, they behaved with Mo FOR vigour A 


and activity, and deſerved to win the battle: why did they not? in the 
firſt-place, | becauſe the enemy was much ſtronger, having at leaſt. 
ſeventy thouſand men, and a prodigious quantity of artillery, par-
